Claims 33-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by MILNE 
et al. (5,680,639). 

As per claim 33, Milne teaches the claimed "method" comprising: "declaratively 
composing a time-based media sequence from a first media sequence and a second 
media sequence" (Milne, column 19, lines 10-14; animation multimedia objects 3630 
and 3640), and "initiating the second media sequence at a variable time relative to the 
first media sequence" (Milne, column 7, lines 36-60; column 17, lines 42-65; the serially 
playbacks of multimedia graphic clip objects in which the start of subsequent clip 
depends on the play source clock of its precedent clip object) "wherein the variable time 
depends on a play rate of the first media sequence" (Milne, column 7, lines 14-48; 
column 1 1 , lines 5-55; the time source synchronization allows the play source clock (or 
play rate) to match with current clock (or duration time on current clock)). 

Claim 34 adds into claim 33 "varying the play rate of the first media sequence" 
(Milne, column 7, lines 36-48; the variable clocks according to the playback rate). 

Claim 35 adds into claim 33 "changing a play rate of the second media 
sequence" (Milne, column 7, lines 36-48, column 17, lines 22-65; the variable clocks 
according to the playback rates for aH (emphasize added) graphic clip objects). 
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Claim 36 adds into claim 33 "adjusting the variable time based on a play rate of 
the second media sequence" " (Milne, column 7, lines 14-48; column 11, lines 5-55; the 
time source synchronization allows the play source clock (or play rate) of all (emphasize 
added) graphic clip objects to match with current clock (or duration time)).
